Burchfield, a Torrance arch-
itect, in making the announce-
ment said, “The awards are be-
ing given to encourage the
erection of building projects
based upon good architectural
planning and landscaping. The
1963 awards are based upon
these factors, plus good build-

ing and grounds maitenance,
and how well the particular
biends into and generally im-
proves the surrounding neigh-
borhood.

The Supreme Court's de-
cision in favor of Arizona's

Hahn this week asked John
Parkhurst, chief of County
Sanitation Districts, to “move

with dispatch” in reporting the
feasibility of reclaiming mil-
lions of gallons of water being
dumped into the ocean daily.

HE ASKED that the possi-
bility of obtaining water from
the Columbia and Eel Rivers,
and by conversion of salt water
by atomic energy, also be in-
cluded in the report.

Parkhurst told Hahn that the
report, requested by the Su-
pervisor in March, should be
ready early next month and
will show areas in the County
where reclamation would be
economically feasible and es-
timated cost of the reclamation
process.

“Since the Supreme Court
has ruled against California’s
claim to Colorado River water,
